GENEVA, May 21 (AP)— 
United States Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter 
warned Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko in the 
Big Four conference today 
against making “unjustified ac- 
cusations” that NATO is ag- 
gressive, 

Herter, who had not planned 
to speak today, suddenly broke 
into the debate on a German 
peace settlement, to challenge 
Gromyko’s charges. 

He hoped the accusations 
and invective will be halted, 
Herter said, because Gromyko’s 
statements could lead to crea- 
tion of “very serious tension in 
the conference.” 

The Western powers have 
only taken “prudent action to 
protect themselves,” Herter 
said, response to actions 
started by the Soviet Union. 

The West has always con- 
tended that Russia initiated 
the arms racé and that the 
North Atlantic alliance’ and 
other Western pacts constitut- 
ed a response to the Soviet 
challenge. 

Renews Arugments. 

Gromyko got into his charges 
against the West in a speech 
renewing his arguments for the 
Soviet proposal for a peace 
treaty to be signed with each 
side of divided Germany. 

Western spokesmen once 
more rejected the proposal. 
Ambassador Wilhelm Grewe of 
West Germany specifically de- 
nounced a provision in the So- 
viet plan for a German con- 
federation. He said it was de- 
signed to paralyze West Ger- 
many. 

Gromyko concentrated his 
sharpest accusations against 
West Germany, accusing it of 
militarism. He denounced the 
establishment of rocket bases 
there. He said West Germany's 
rearmament give grounds for 
concern, if not alarm, to Ger- 
many’s neighbors. 

A United States sopkesman 
said Herter spoke out because 
of accusations by Gromyko 
that NATO is preparing for 
aggressive war, that West Ger- 
many is militarily aggressive, 
and that West German rearma- 
ment is motivated by desires 
for revenge. 

Armed at Bolz. — 

A British spokesman said 
Herter’s rebuke was also aimed 
at statements by Lothar Bolz, 
Communist East Germany’s 
foreign minister, who charged 
that militarists are making the 
policy of West Germany. Bolz 
said unless a peace treaty on 
the Russian plan is signed the 
West Germans will ask for and 
get atomic weapons. 

Grewe told the conference it 
is impossible to “confederate 
a system of freedom with a 
system of bondage.” 

“The proposal of a German 
confederation does not con- 
tribute to the reunification of 
Germany,” Grewe also as- 
serted, “but to its postpone- 
ment, its prevention and, over 
and above all this, to the po- 
litical paralysis of the (West) 
federal republic.”

Strauss then was confronted 
with his own 1956 testimony, 
as it appears in the printed 
record of the hearings. After

The rights, in some cases, 
it was contended, were 50 
vaguely presented in the bill 
that they could only be finally 
determined by a court trial. 
The bill provides heavy crimi- 
nal penalties for union officers 
found guilty of depriving a 
union member of his rights, 
such as freedom of speech in 
and out of meetings, the right 
to vote and run for office, 
and so forth. 

Thus, it was contended, un- 
der the vague language of the 
proposed statute, a union offi- 
cer who misjudged the re- 
quirements of the law as to 
freedoms ‘of union members 
might very well find himself 
Josing his own. 

The AFL-CIO reportedly 
dislikes a provision which, 
they contend, practically in- 
vites union members to go to 
court and sue unions over the 
slightest provocation. The Fed- 
eration sees as a result of this 
clause the possibility of suits 
by dissidents which could tie 
up the affairs of unions to the 
point they could not function 
effectively.

ORLANDO, FLA 


New Hearings -Ordered 

Because Off-Record 
Pleas Were Directed 
. to, FCC. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) 
~The United States Court of 
Appeals today set aside an Or- 
lando (Fla.) television award 
on the ground that off-the. 
record pleas were made to the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission in behalf of the win- 
ning applicant. 

The FCC awarded Channel 9 
in Orlando to Mid-Florida 
Television Corp. in 1957, 

The court directed that the 
FCC have a special hearing 
examiner conduct new pro- 
ceedings in the case. 

The Orlando award figured 
in a House investigation last 
summer of FCC operations.

Sutter said, should note the 
American Dental Association 
and American Medical Associa- 
tion’s acceptance of “over- 
whelming evidence” that fluor- 
idated water is both safe and 
prevents tooth decay.

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Unsweetened Land Reform 
Though Fidel Castro’s new land reform law 
American rege 


in Cuba, the 
United States ought to withhold judgment: 
until it can determine how the law works. 
Land reform was a political necessity for 
Castro. He had promised it to his rebels in 
Oriente province, and nationalist sentiment 
against large foreign holdings has been grow- 
throughout Latin America. This is not 
the first time United Fruit and similar Ameri- 
can companies have faced such problems. 


The effect of the Cuban law apparently will 
be to make American sugar firms divest them- 
selves of their land but not their mills. A 
maximum holding of 1000 acres is permitted; 
the larger sugar estates will be expropriated 
and broken into 66-acre plots for landless 
Cubans. The owners will be repaid with bonds, 
their land being valued at its assessment. 


The idea that tax valuation ought to be 
treated as true valuation was first essayed by 
the ousted Arbenz government in Guatemala. 
It carries, a certain vindictive plausibility for 
revolutionaries looking for a way to get back 
at landowners who have been paying taxes 
on under-valuations. But under a truly just 
land-reform scheme, expropriated lands would 
be paid for at true value, not an artificial 
value based on tax assessments or anything 
else. The Castro government could make a 
stronger case for reform if it embraced justice 
for both old and new landowners. 


While the American sugar firms cannot be 
expected to enjoy loss of their land, they will 
retain their mills and control of sugar refjn- 
ing. The best test of the land reform law will 
be its application. And aside from the matter 
of fair payment for land taken, the question 
is whether dividing big plantations into small 
ones will disrupt sugar production on which 
the Cuban economy relies. 

Sugar constitutes three-fourths of Cuba’s 
exports. It brings the republic $700,000,000 
a year—equivalent to half the national debt 
left by the Batista dictatorship. For-its part, 
the United States gives Cuba a generous 33 
per cent share of this country’s sugar quotas. 

Last January President Eisenhower asked 
Congress to extend the Sugar Act, which ap- 
plies import quotas and also acreage allot- 
ments for American beet and cane producers 
(the latter are paid to abide by the allotments 
from receipts from an excise tax). So far this 
program has operated satisfactorily for con- 
sumers at home and producers at home and 
abroad. But doubts about Castro’s policy in 
Cuba have led to delay on the Sugar Act in 
Washington. The law runs until 1961. 

The Sugar Act could be made a political 
weapon of Washington’s displeasure with Cu- 
ban affairs, but nothing could be more dan- 
gerous than to make it so. A political sugar 
policy would hardly sweeten Fidel Castro; un- 
doubtedly it would arouse needless bitterness 
among the Cuban people.

Pass the Wilderness Bill , 


A bipartisan group of 17 Senators—12 
Democrats and five Republicans—is sponsor- 
ing the reintroduced bill to create a “national 
preservation system for the permanent good 
of the whole people.” Its purpose is, as Sena- 
tor H rey puts it, to “preserve the rem- 
nants of~ufispoiled wilderness lands still re- 
maining in our national forest, parks and 
wildlife refuges.” 

For the first time the Government would 
recognize the heritage of pure wilderness ‘atid 
protect it against grazing, timbering and even 
roads and picnic grounds, and no bureau chief 
or Cabinet officer could alter this policy by 
executive order. Specific areas of the national 
lands would be set aside and new land would 
be bought for .wilderness preservation if 
necessary. 

The .way the sponsorship of this bill 
spreads from coast to coast and joins both 
parties is a'testimonial to it. Besides Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota, the Democratic back- 
ers are Senators Douglas of Illinois, Clark of 
Pennsylvania, Lausche of Ohio, Proxmire of 
Wisconsin, Williams of New Jersey, Mansfield 
and Murray of Montana, Morse and Neuber- 
ger of Oregon and Byrd and Randolph of 
West Virginia. The Republicans are Mrs. 
Smith of Maine and Wiley of Wisconsin, Mar- 
tin of Iowa, Langer of North Dakota and 
Mundt of South Dakota. 

Proper users of the wilderness lands, cat- 
tle grazers, for example, would be amply pro- 
tected. The wilderness bill-has been revised 
for that purpose. But at the same time, these 
bits and corners of the national heritage would 
be marked for retention in their natural state, 
free from the despoliation that so often goes 
with occupation by humankind. 

A great deal of misinformation is being 
spread in opposition to the wilderness bill by 
selfish interests which hope to prevent its 
passage. Surely a bill with so much merit 
that it brings together Mrs. Smith and Sena- 
tor Mundt on the Republican side, Senator 
Lausche and Senator Douglas among the Dem- 
ocrats, will not be obscured. by misrepresenta- 
tion, no matter how expertly contrived. 


The Shoe that Pinches 


Congratulations are due Deputy Under Sec- 
retary of State Loy W. Henderson for his 
recommendation that all foreign service per- 
sonnel read “The Ugly American.” This fic 
tional indictment of many Americans serving 
overseas contains enough truth to make it 
required reading for all persons interested in 
seeing that the United States is successful in 
its international relations. 

It was broadminded of Mr. Henderson to 
recommend this novel for background reading 
even though he felt it presented a grotesque 


picture of the foreign service. It is not unfair . 


to say that much of the book seems to be 
thinly disguised fact. There can be no argu- 
ment about the main lessons. Simple yet ur- 
gent, there are three: 

Our foreign service representatives of all 
ranks should know the language, understand 
the customs and be sympathetic with the peo- 
ple of the land to which they are accredited. 
They should live in almost constant contact 
with the natives instead of dwelling in the 
typical American compound with its commis- 
saries and post-exchanges. 
whose only qualifications are their big cam- 
paign contributions, as well as smaller fry 
with poor qualifications, should be barred. 

Soviet Russia long ago learned these les- 
sons well. As the novel points out, the Rus- 
sians are well equipped to “win the world by 
their successes in a multitude of tiny battles. 
‘Many of these will be fought around confer- 
ence tables, in the rice fields of Asia, at vil- 
lage meetings, in schools; but mainly they 
will take place in the minds of men.”

Part Way on State Finances 

Missouri’s Senate has passed a sound use 
tax bill but the legislators cannot count on it 
to solve the state’s critical budget problem. 

In effect, a use tax would apply the 2 per 
cent retail sales levy to retail purchases out- 
side the state for use in Missouri. As amended 
by the Senate, the bill exempts machinery and 
equipment for new industrial plants and plant 
expansion and also replacement parts for in- 
terstate transport equipment. These exemp- 
tions are intended to avoid misapplication of 
a primarily retail levy, and also to prevent 
imposition of a new tax on Missouri industry 
and its progress. 

But the Senators ought to be cautious about 
predictions that the use tax would produce 
$12,000,000 a year, including a rise in saleg 
tax revenue because of plugging loopholes. 
Gov. Blair had counted on eight millions 
before the exemptions were added. There is 
no reason to | more than that now. 

Missouri still faces an annual deficit in the 
Governor’s budget of at least eight millions, 
even with a use tax. Other tax bills are bound 
up in committee. But there is one sure and 
relatively painless way to produce the needed 
eight millions or close to it. That is to ap- 
prove withholding of state income taxes. 

The pay-as-you-go. plan increases revenue 
_ by reducing evasion, not by raising tax rates. 
* Withholding »recently lost in the Senate for 
lack of only four votes. In light of the budget 
problem, it should be reconsidered. 


Mr. Herter’s Gambit 


There was a suggestion of some loosening 
up of the Western position at Geneva in Sec- 
retary of State Herter’s explanation to the 
Russians that German reunification is. not 
linked with German disarmament. This could 
lead to further developments in the secret 
sessions ahead since British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd also emphasized that the West 
is not insisting on a “package deal.” 


Secretary Herter correctly said that the 
partition of a strong nation is a threat to 
peace. This is the ultimate reason for ending 
the present state of affairs. But the ultimate 
is not likely to be achieved at one step. It 
would be a great gain if the statesmen could 
achieve a formula which would minimize! di- 
vided Germany as a cause of friction. After the 
fashion of negotiators, the foreign ministers 
have started by taking their strongest posi- 
tions. But Mr. Herter has left the impression 
that he is willing to consider something less 
than total acceptance of the Western views, 


This attitude applied to lesser issues in the 
secret talks could lead to secondary agree- 
ments which might prepare the way for an 
ultimate settlement. It remains to be seen 
whether the Russians also are réady to be 
more flexible. They have the opportunity. 


Good Cause Advances in Illinois

Safety Ahead of Good Will 


The Air Line Pilots Association is needless- 
ly concerned over steps that the Federal Avia- 
tion Agency is taking to ensure maximum 
safety on passenger flights. 

The union notes with disfavor that FAA in- 
spectors have been making it their duty dur- 
ing normal inflight inspections to time and 
report on the pilot’s visits to.the passengers’ 
It adds that for years pilots 
have been encouraged to make these visits to 
check on safety conditions, to promote good 
will and to check on passenger service. 


But there also is a 1955 civil air regulation 
which requires that all pilots and flight engi- 
neers shall remain in their seats with safety 
belts fastened while in flight except when 
the presence of one is necessary in the pas- 
senger’s cabin. This rule went into effect 
partly as a result of the near-loss of an air- 
liner when sudden turbulence threw crew 
members from their seats. It seems obvious 
that except'in rare cases a plane is safer with 
its crew in the cockpit. 

The ALPA, which has done so much over 
the years to promote safety and good working 
conditions on the air lines, is out of character

ing that regulations are observed.

The car sells for about $2000 to 
$2500. It is expected, however, that 
mass production will reduce this 
original cost. The industry is talk- 
ing of models costing under $1000 
eventually. After all, the electric 
car is far simpler to build than its 
gas cousins—no radiator, cooling sys- 
tem, clutch, gears or other assorted 
high cost hardware. 

This same simplicity should. lead 
to remarkable economies in’ opera- 
tion. Gone are thousands of moving 
parts and hundreds of pounds of 
cumbersome weight. In the electric 
car, only the tires, batteries, motors 
and a few electrical assemblies will 
need occasional care. 

It is estimated that normal use 
will cost only about:$40 annually for 
electric current. There will be no 
costly oil changes, no’ anti-freeze,

cheaper taxes, licenses and insur- 
ance and low maintenance costs. 
Despite these low operating costs, 
large-scale development of electric 
cars would bring huge new demands 
for power on the nation’s. electric 
utility companies. H. Drake 
kins, a director of the Atlantic City 
Electric Co., points out: “When only 
200,000 customers plug in their elec- 
tric cars at night for recharging, “g 
revenue “can exceed $8,000 
year. The potential beyond that is 
the limit of your own imagination.” 
Electric propulsion is nothing new. 
In coal mines, the powerful and de- 
pendable electric “mule” has been 
used for years. In England, electric- 
powered busses and lorries have been 
in common use. Electric lift trucks 
and similar carriers are used 
throughout industry and golf courses 
lately are swarming with electric 
carts carrying golfers from green to 
green. 


Key to the modern electric car is 
the development of the replaceable 
cell selenium battery—long-lived and 
powerful. Today’s small but com- 
pact electric motors and advances in 
lightweight plastics and metals for 
bodies have also helped set the stage. 


Many are the benefits predicted 
if the age of the electric auto should 
arrive. Smaller, quieter electric cars 
eould help greatly in unsnarling 
growing traffic jams; absence of car- 
bon monoxide and gasoline fumes 
—_ clear the atmosphere and re-

Licia Albanese in Fine 
Performance After 
Slow Start.

The grand opera season in 
St. Louis opened and closed 
last night at Kiel Auditorium, 
as the Civic Opera Association, 
with a view toward fostering 
St. Louis performances of 
operas, sponsored a perfor- 
mance of Puccini’s “Madam 
Butterfly.” Licia Albanese was 
imported to sing the title role; 
the rest of the production was 
of local origin. 


Ordinarily, this sort of ar- 
rangement unconditionally 
guarantees an unsatisfactory 
performance, for the celebrity, 
by virtue of charm and experi- 
ence alone, tends to usurp the 
show, intimidating all other 
participants and reducing them 
eventually to foils and accom- 


"Baaedy, this sort of thing 
was kept to a minimum last 
night. Of course, “Butterfly” is 
largely a solo opera, in the 
sense that the action is fo- 
cused almost continuously on 
the heroine—as opposed to the 
Mozart-Wagner concept of en- 
semble opera writing, which 
spreads the drama over a 
larger gamut of personalities— 
but even so, the production was 
remarkably well homogenized. 
The voices, almost without ex- 
ception, were superior and the 
stage business managed to re- 
main safely above the imbecilio 
mummery which _ generally 
passes for operatic action. The 
settings were simple, utilitarian 
and tasteful; the costumes 
colorful and unpretentious. 


As the unforteénate Cio-Cio- 
San, Miss Albanese got off to 
a rather slow start. In the first 
act, her high tones were almost 
constantly flat and she walked 
through her part as if by rote. 
Then, in the second act, in the 
scene with Sharpless, she came 
alive and from there to the 
end her characterization was 
vivid, convincing and deeply 
moving.

The mouth-to-mouth tech- 
nique of artificial respiration 
is superior to and will even- 
tually replace other emergency 
methods of reviving wuncon- 
scious persons, Dr, James O. 
Elam of Buffalo, N.Y., said 
here yesterday. 

Dr, Elam, director of anes- 
thesidlogy at Roswell Park | 
Memorial Institute, told an au- 
dience at Washington Univer- 


sity Sehool of Medicine that 
research done for the Army in 
the last six years had demon- 
strated superiority of the 
mouth-to-mouth method. 

“ Actually the improved tech- 
nique, called “rescue breath- 
ing,” is of ancient origin. It 
involves the use of the res- 
cuer’s breath to revive anyone 
who, for any cause, is unable 
‘to breathe for himself. 

“The most essential thing,” 
Dr. Elam said, “is to tilt the 
victim’s head as far back as) 
possible. The head is then held | 
in this extreme tilted position. 

“This is necessary to open 
the airway, or throat.The res- 
cuer then opens his mouth 
wide and blows air through 
the victim’s mouth or nose, 
or, in the case of an infant, 
both the: mouth and the nose. 

“The rescuer then removes 
his mouth from the victim and 
lets the victim breathe. out by

After knocking out Ma- 
chen, Johansson repudiated 
the agreement and declared 
that Ahlquist was not em- 
powered to act for him in the 
matter. 

A hearing will be held on 
the question in New York, 
June 1, and should Machen

cause all my friends were 
disappearing. In 1954, 1 
made four trips up to a 
funeral parlor in New 
York to bid farewell to 
contemporaries of mine. 
As I sat there while the 
organ played and heard 
their names mispro- 
nounced by the hired 
help, I started to reflect 
Ae on what brought me and 
Bs, my friend in the box to 
ART BUCHWALD these unhappy circum- 
stances. In each case I 
decided drinking played an important part and finally 
Teasoned the best thing to do was give it up. 
“It was a hard thing to do, particularly since I liked 
ft so much. My first thought was to drink less, perhaps 
just wine. But I discovered you can get just as blind on 
Chablis as you can on whisky.” 
“We then decided to give it up altogether,” Miss 
Gordon said. 
“It isn’t difficult te give up drinking,” Kanin 
said. “It’s just hard to explain it to your friends. 
At first when you say you've given up drinking 
your friends laugh at what they think is your 
little joke and then say: ‘That’s fine, now what 
will you have?’ If you persist in your refusal they 
will become nervous and you can see the mistrust 
building up. You’ve let down the team. Overnight 
you’re in the enemy camp, you’re either sick or a 
religious fanatic. Your narrow-minded friends 
hate you; your understanding friends start spec- 
ulating on what is the real reason you’ve given it 
up. If you don’t die in six months from a horrible 
disease, then they hate you, too.” 


“You can take the coward’s way out,” Miss Gordon 
said, “and say, when someone offers you a drink, ‘Not right 
now’ or ‘I’m on a diet’ or hold your stomach as if to indi- 
cate you've got an ulcer. 

“But sometimes it boomerangs. Once I said I had an 
ulcer and the hostess forced sauerkraut juice on me. An- 
other time the host had a powder which he said permitted 
him to drink with his ulcer. If you open up your stomach 
to somebody, they'll open up theirs to you.” 

“Once you've stopped drinking you're subject to 
dictums,” Kartin said. “The one I’ve heard time and time 
again is quoted from the Yale School of Alcoholic Studies 
and is, ‘Drink if you want to—don’t drink if you have to.” 
Now this is a real trap because it means if you turn down 
a drink it’s obvious you’re an alcoholic. 

“Another theory your friends express, when they're 
drunk, of course, is that the reason you don’t drink is be- 
cause you're trying to save money. You're just a stingy 


) miser in their eyes and anti-social to boot. But you don’t 


gave money when you don’t drink. For one thing, to keep 
the few friends you've got, you have to serve them liquor 
at home. For another, you’re usually so bored in a bar 
or a cabaret listening to your pals getting stinko that you're 
the first to call for the check. And for a third thing, 
you're so afraid of bartenders and wine stewards that you 
tip far more for drinking non-alcoholic drinks than alco- 
holic ones. 
“When I used to drink, I never did such an incon- 
eelvable thing as call for the check.” 
“The thing friends say to you when you an- 
mounce you’ve given up drinking,” Miss Gordon . 
said, “ig ‘Do you miss it?’ At first we used to 
reply: ‘No, we don’t miss it at all.’ But after we 
lost six friends this way, we changed our line and 
now, when we’re asked if we miss it, we reply: 
‘We don’t see how we get through another day 
without it.’” 


At cocktail parties the Kanins have learned certain 
basic tricks. They are never caught without a glass in their 
hand—water and ice if they're pretending to drink vodka, 
ginger ale if they’re pretending to drink whisky. 

“Never accept a drink from your host if you have no 
intention of drinking it,” Kanin warned ys.. “If you don’t 


~ drink it he'll think you're criticizing his liquor.” 


The Kanins estimated they had four close friends after 
they gave up drinking who considered them eccentrics but 
were willing to put up with them. “But then,” Kanin said 
sadly, “we gave up smoking, and now we've lost all of 
them.”

“When my father tried to kill 
off Holmes at the Reichenbach 
Falls,” recalls Doyle’s charming 
daughter, Group Officer Jean 
Conan Doyle of the Women’s 
Royal Air Force, “letters of 
protest poured into his home.” 

Holmes bored his creator, 
she says, but when he sought 
to do away with Holmes for- 
ever, there was nation-wide 
alarm. 

And when the master was re- 
turned to life, fights broke out 
in front of magazine stands 
among people struggling to buy 
copies of his resurrection. _ 

Arguments continue to rage 
over whether 221 B ‘Baker 
street was ever a real address. 
One thing is certain — there's 
no 221 B today. 

During Conan Doyle’s life- 
time a line of elderly Victorian 
houses stood on Baker street 
just north of the intersection 
of Euston road and Marylebone 
High street. In 1932 these 
houses were torn down and of- 
fices of the Ab National 
Building Society replaced them. 

Some Sherlockians claim 

that .today’s 111 Baker street 
is the actual site of 221 B. 
Today 111 is a post office. 
“ “Back when my father wrote 
the Holmes stories,” says his 
daughter, “Baker street was 
lived in by a number of re- 
tired bachelors, doctors and 
other professional men. My 
father purposely picked an ad- 
dress that did not exist.”

He studied medicine at

Joseph Bell—the man whose 
classroom manners were the 
basis of Sherlock Holmes’s 
methods of detection. 

“There are authorities who 
refuse to go along with the 
Bell theory. But there seems 
every reason to believe that 
the long, lean Dr. Bell—who 
could glance at a corpse in an 
anatomy class and correctly de- 
duce that he was a left-handed 
cobbler—was the prototype of 
the detective. 

And, Dr. Watson probably 
was drawn—at least in name— 
from one of Doyle’s friends at 
Southsea, England. He was Dr.

Dr. John Watson. 
Success came slowly to 


Doyle—both in medicine and in 
writing. In fact, he turned to 
writing because he was earning 
so little in the practice of his 
profession.

NEW YORK, May 21.(UPD. 

A MORE “HUMANE” SHAPE to women's shoes is on 
the way. 

This is a fashion step which will please the —_— 
who have protested that needle-point toes curl their tootsies 
and to the men who have ‘looked on them as lethal 
weapons. | mis 

Toes on everything but evening shoes will be rounder 
for Fall. But those special event shoes will be just as 
pointed as ever—even to the extreme of “double needle,” 
the industry's term for a toe twice as sharp as the “single 
needle.” 

Heels on daytime shoes are to be firmer, which will 
take away some of the dread of treading on a grating. 


“We see daytime shoes having a modified, 
slender toe, softly rounded,” said David Evins, one 
of the leading designers of high-style and high- 
priced ($39 and up per pair) footwear. 

“But we will not return to the short vamp, 
baby-doll look of the late 1930s and '40s. Bizarre 
shapes also are out.” 


“The oval look is the new look,” said a spokesman for | 


the National Shoe Institute. 
flattened, tapered oval.” 


In heels, the trend is toward the “stacked” for day- 
time—thin slivers of leather or wood piled smoothly one 
on the other. But for dressy occasions, the skinny spike 
which catches in gratings, escalators and door mats will 
go right into fall 1959 and spring 1960. 


“I doubt if fashion ever will go back to the fat clumsy 
heel of pre-war years,” said Evins, 


As a staunch supporter oi the skinny heel as the most 
flattering ever intented for the female foot, I hope Evins 
is right. I’m for the stiletto shape, despite its drains on 
finances—for heel replacement when breakage ocgurs. 
And, despite the sullen gripes of my shoemaker that “Lady, 
I can’t put a new tap on that ... There’s no room for a 
nail.” 

But the industry says it has both these problems pretty 
well whipped. The new stilettos come in “unbreakable” 
plastic, have a steel spike through the center, or are all 
steel.

Manufacturers also have developed “lifetime 
lifts” which screw on instead of nail on. Some 
of the heels with a central metal shank still have 
wood for the repairman ‘to nail to. “Only he’s got 
to use small nails,” said Bill Valentine, a designer 
at Herbert Levine’s. 


. The Shoe Institute forecasts a “whole new interest” 
in the medium heel for daytime. This is from 14-8 to 18-8. 
(The industry says that 8-8 represents one inch.), 

Other notes from toe to heel: 

Higher vamps are forecast for fall. 

Some .manufacturers, Levine included, continue with 
the elongated look to both daytime and evening shoes, but 
with the point. sliced off for a “squared” look. 

The high heel is a long-time fashion in footwear— 
some sources credit its invention to Leonardo da Vinci, 
better known for his painting. In any case, say historians 
at the Traphagen School of Fashion, the first high, curved 
heels were an established fashion by the late, sixteenth 
and early seventeenth centuries.

WHEN GORDON BROWNE 
got out of the Navy in 1919, he 
and his wife, Miriam. came to 
St. Louis with the idea that 
it might be nice to settle down.

Now after 40 years, quiet, 
gentle Gordon M. Browne, who 
has had a quiet, stgong influ- 
ence on two generations of 
boys, is leaving Country Day.

World Trade Fair. 


NEW YORK, May 21 

I SPENT an interesting little while the other afternoon 
at the World Trade Fair.at the Coliseum here. Not having 
time to see the whole of it, which in any case requires a 
special knowledge and interest of specific goods, I con- 
centrated on seeing the international exhibits. 

It seemed to me that Czechoslovakia has a most beauti- 
ful exhibit. The Czechs must have someone ‘in charge of 
foreign exhibits who has a real artistic flair. For at the 
Brussels World’s Fair last year the exhibits in the Czecho- 
slovak building were among the finest there, and ‘here 
its products are as well displayed as possible. 


Israel has an interesting exhibit and its new 
diamond-cutting industry is shown to great ad- 
vantage. I also liked the displays put on by the 

' Japanese and the Benelux countries. And Hol- 
land’s hams looked delicious—as I know from 
experience that they are—but I had not known 
before that the Dutch packaged turkeys in the 
same way and I shall certainly try one before long. 


At the United Arab Republic exhibit they had the 
thick white rugs with criss-crossed geometric patterns in 
black that I had seen and bought in Morocco. They are 
the nicest rugs I know of and I wish they were available 
here to buy, for it takes a long while to buy them over 
there and have them shipped to this country. 

A fair of this kind teaches people a good deal about 
the people of other nations—their skills, their arts and 
crafts—and I was very happy to have a little time to get in 
to see a bit of this one. I hope many New Yorkers and 


visitors to New York are taking advantage of this oppor- 


tunity, 


I WANT TO PASS ALONG some information that 
came to me the other day about a service which is avail- 


able through the National Sculpture Society, here in New 


York City. This society has a number of large photographs 
of the best sculptures of American patriots which may be 
borrowed for exhibition throughout the country. 

These photographs cover a long period of Anmierican 


‘history, beginning with the revolution. There are a num- 
ber of soldiers among them, but the collection also includes 


explorers and settlers who opened up our country, states- 
men, lawyers, and even some foreigners, such as Gen.

There are, I know. all sorts 
of old wives’ tales about how 
the amateur can tell the edible 
from the lethal. One is to put 
a silver spoon in with the cook- 
ing mushrooms. If they turn 
black they are poisonous. An- 
other is that if salt, placed on 
the gills of a mushroom, turns 
yellow, the mushroom is dan- 
gerous. These have all been 
tested out by scientists and 
found absolutely worthless. The 
obvious _conclusion is, never 
eat a wild mushroom unless 
you know what you're doing, as 
in the case of the’ professor; 
pegs of course, you prefer 

t. very practical old test; if 
none live it was an edible mush- 
room, if you die, it wasn’t. 

Like the rest of us, you prob- 
ably have a friend, or know 
somebody who thinks he’s an 
expert. you go along with 
him, just follow one simple 
rule. Be sure he is prepared 
to share the feast. 

MUSHROOMS, as everybody 
knows, add their own touch to 
a host of dishes. But we’re not 
concerned today with mush- 
rooms as mushrooms. 


Mushrooms are best cooked 
in butter, and it’s hard to cook 
them too slowly. A true mush- 
room fancier likes nothing bet- 
ter than the following: 


For each pound of mush- 
rooms melt a quarter of a 
pound of butter with a bruised 
clove of garlic. Let the garlic 
simmer for five minutes, then 
give it the. pitch. Add the 
mushrooms, toss them well, 
then transfer them to a casse- 
role, butter and all. Put them 
in a 300-degree oven until they 
are tender.
